in one Locker. 


@. All cabins, quarters, loclers and other space was carefully demanded, 


fe <A list of all money, personal goods and Ship's cargo was demanded. 


&» A list of all those desiring to go ashore was demended. 
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the ship's papers and all seamen passports were returned in 48 hours, 


411 ship's personnel were allowed on shove only between 8:00 a.m. and 

2:00 peso No mention was made of what the consequences might be if e, 

crew menber failed to return to the Ship by 8:00 pam... ALL ships personnel 
could go ashore or return to the ship singly or in groups. They were escorted 
trom the ship through the port area s by 4 soldier guard, to the Port Controi 
Building. -lere the offices of Port Authorities, Customs, Yuarantine, Sovrozi 
and dilitia are located, Ail ships personnel were searched there by 
Nilitiamer., They were allowed to have nothing more than a broken package 

of cigerettes, At this point all Ships cersonnel were advanced anall amounts — 
of Rumanian Lei by the Sovvom Agenoy. Taiereafter all were isaued a pink,
